Eavesdropping Due 
For Restrictions 


Lois of mechanical eavesdropping can t b e 
describ ed e.xactly as wiretapping. 
That is, new 
electronic devices make it possib le to listen in on, 
even to record, a conversation surreptitiously with­ 


out actually putting a tap on a wire. 
.A legislative committee in New York has b een 
studying the prob lem, and now the legislature has 
b efore it a scries of b ills emb odying the com­ 
mittee recommendations. 
The b ills would apply 
.specifically to surreptitious private eavesdropping 
the general b an said to exist against it in the old 


common law. 
‘ Surreptitious'’ 
b ecause 
either party 
in 
a 
telephone conversation could still legally have it 
recorded without knowledge of the other. Private 
b ecause it would still b e legal for law enforcement 
officials to tap wires under restrictions provided 
b y New York law, though those restrictions would 


now he tightened. 
The Federal Communications 
.Act of 
1934 
makes H illegal to intercept any communication 
without authority of the sender and (not "or 1 
divulge its eontents. Federal courts interpret the 
provision as forb idding, not wiretapping b y federal 
agents— generally admitted to b e not uncommon— 
b ut the use In federal courts of evidence thus 


ob taHied. 
Ahnoet all the ftates have laws against wire­ 
tapping, b ut these laws vary widely. Some authonzg 
wiretapping only b y law officials, and then only on 
court order; some forb id, some don't forb id, the 
use of wiretap evidence in court proceedings; 
some only penalize physical damage to communica­ 
tion wires; and what others provide or don I pro- 
n d e It 
amb iguous that little or no attempt is 


made lo enforce them.

“ The White M a n s B u rd e n ' in those day s; now. it is 


called colonialism . 
It had the eftect of neutralizing the 


weak and b a c k w a rd nations by m aking them dependent 


upon the g re at and powerful nations. 
F o r such depend­ 


ence the big nations alw ays ch arg ed a fee. 


F or instance, the British ra n the C ustom s Service 


and the Salt G abelle for China. 
The Chinese did not 


bke that b e ca u se it deprived China of sovereign rights, 


but the Chinese trea su ry got the m oney and w as able lo 


m eet its obligations. The British did well by them selves, 


too. 
So did 
everybody 
else. 
Since China 
has 
been 


engaged in little w ars, nobody has been doing well, and 


shockingly enough. China has been en tra p p ed with a new 


kind of colonialism under the aegis of Soviet R ussia. 


The sam e thing is true in the Middle Eat! where 


the various Arab eountrte* did pretty well when they 


wore run by Turkey. Then, after World War I. the 


BHtioh were in a managerial position In moat of 


thoae fount rte*, with the French trying to m anage 


Avrta. 
Then theae countries got completely on their 


own and becam e involved in little war*. 
The little 


wart ore oft over HUI# tawuew which could he wellfed 


lf awe of throe coon trio* really wanted to aettie them 


—water riff HU. refugee*, ate. Moat of theta problem* 


mold be wattled by money payment*. But nationaliwm 


require* little war* to wtir the morale of the people. 
Bo the little war* continue. 


The g ro a t liberal m inds th a t dom inate the world 
today are su re th a t they can alw ay s solve great problem s 
by doctrinaire repetitions of fixed ideas. 
For instance, 
whilo they a d v o c a te a limited sovereignty for the United 
States, they stim u late nationalism am ong the w eak and 
backw ard nations. They a re not conscious of their p a r a ­ 
dox, for th at would require a sense of hum or. 
So they 
belabor the A m erican conservative who says that he is 
not opposed to F ra n c e holding A lgeria or Portugal hold­ 
ing Goa. 
T hey reg ard anyone who thinks that w ay as 
a deadly reactio n ary , but they do not get excited about 
the R ussians holding T urkestan or the little w ars marie 
by the P a th a n s or the utter w aste of lite in the whole 
series of w a rs in Asia and Africa since 1945. 
None of the little w ars solve anything. 
Before I 
went on tnis adventurous experience in the hospital. I 
was asked to m a k e a selection of m y w ritings since 1935. 
So I went into the scrapbooks to see w hat a fellow could 
have done over a period of 20 y ears. Some of the pieces 
were quite interesting, but what im p ressed m e m ost was 
that since 1938. the world has been dealing with the 
sam e problem s. 
Millions have been killed; a civilization 
that stood for nearly 2.000 y e a rs has been challenged, 
standards of ta s 'e and conduct have altered alto g eth er— 
hut no basic political, geographical, econom ic or philo­ 
sophic problem has been solved.

I read some** her* that a great revolution had 
taken place in the United States between 1934 and 
1954. 
I think it was Harry Truman who wrote that. 
To some extent Harry Truman is correct; a populist 
program was adopted to meet the depression and 
prolonged itself on account of the conditions of great 
and little wars. This populist program, however, did 
not accomplish in this country much of a revolution 
except that it weakened the middle class, including 
the white collar workers and government employes. 
The rich becam e richer and the proletariat moved 
Into what used to he called the middle class, but 
that was no shucks of a revolution and would prob­ 
ably ha* e happened anyhow as a result of our great 
emphasis on a high standard of living. 


The really great revolution of these tim es is the 
revival of nationalism , which is the m ain cauSe of the 
little w ars and nationalism will continue to grow stronger 
in every co u n try because it rep resen ts a trend that in 
most countries m ak es sense 
But we still have no solu­ 
tion for the problem of stopping the little w ars.
